T Is A Silent Unity healing meeting; we are 
gathered together to pray for all those who 
have written us, wired us, or telephoned us 

for help. We sing the words, ‘So stood of old the 
holy Christ’; we feel the healing presence of 
Christ in our midst; we feel the healing power 
flowing in and through us.

Wherever I am, God is! 
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Question: 1 would like an answer to a specific 
question. How can I see the Christ in everyone? 
There are two persons that I come in contact with 
often, and they are a problem to me. One is a 
woman who professes deep Christianity and really 
is good, but she does much that to me is incon- 
sistent with her religion. Her disposition is most 
unchristianlike, and the relation that I have with 
her is very hard to bear. How can I school my- 
self to withstand her disposition? She is most 
antagonizing, but with it all she is a lady and 
means to be a very good Christian. 

The other person is a member of my family, an 
in-law, who professes no religion and who was 
brought up with no religious training whatsoever. 
He is quite good and has many good traits, but it 
is hard to see the Christ in him, though undoubt- 
edly there are many good points that I do not see. 
Answer: Do you realize that already you are be- 
holding the Christ in the two persons you have 
written us about? To be able to say of someone 
who has a difficult disposition, who is most 
antagonizing that he means well and really is 
good is but another way of saying, “I behold the 
Christ in you.” To be able to say of another with 
whom you seem to be at cross purposes that he is 
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quite good and has many good traits is to say, in 
effect, ‘‘I behold the Christ in you.”” To behold the 
Christ in another person is to behold the innate 
spark of divinity that is there, regardless of the 
things he says or does that seem to deny it. 

We are reminded of the Bible text, “Forget not 
to show love unto strangers: for thereby some 
have entertained angels unawares.” In your in- 
stance, the “strangers” could be interpreted to 
mean the things about these two persons that are 
difficult to understand or to bear. Sometimes we 
have to show love, forgiveness, understanding 
for the things people do that seem contrary or 
antagonistic in order to discover the “angel,” or 
the good that is hidden in their hearts. 

Rather than thinking of the things about these 
two that you find hard to bear, continue to think 
about the good that is there, continue to think 
about what they have to offer, and continue to 
think about how you can help and bless them. 

We assure you that faith in the God self of an- 
other person, faith in the Christ in him has a trans- 
forming effect. 

When we have situations like this to meet it 
is encouraging to remember that everyone in our 
lives is there because of what he has to give us 
or of what we have to give him. God is blessing 
you now as a loving, freeing channel of good. .
